MANY  MICHIGAN  VILLAGES  ARE 
WIFED  OUT  BY  iORESI  FIRE 


Death  tist  is  Steadily  Growini-* 
Wiiele  Counties  in 
Flamer 


Alpena,  Mich.,  Oct..  17. — Every  re- 
port received  from  the  forest  fire- 
sw^  ooutiT  to  th*  aorthwest  of 
this  city  increases  the  extent  and 
gravity  of  the  fire  situation,  and  the 
death  list,  which  started  with  ttie  cre- 
mating of  15  people  in  the  Metx  relief 
train,  is  steadily  growing.  - 

Presque  Isle  and  Cheboygaa 
Urn  an  all  aflame,  and  the  76  miles 
between  this  elty  and  Cheboygan  are 
reported  to  be  almost  a  solid  mass^of 
Are.  Alpena  coonty-  Is  ablaae  In  every 
direction.  Reporto  oir  fatalities  are 
coming  In  from  many  places,  but  it 
has  been  imxwsslble  as  yet  to  compile 
anything  like  an  authentic  list  of  the 
flre  victims  In  the  buniod  district. 
Prora  Metz  township  the  cremation 
is  reported  of  Henry  Kamps  his  wife 
and  two  children  in  their  farmhouse, 
With  a  third  child  missing  and  prob- 
ably burned  to  death  In  the  fields. 
Bolton,  South  Rogers  and  Mctz  are 
among  the  destroyed  villages.  La 
Boque  is  tteeatened,  and  there  is  lit- 
tle bope  bat  diat  It  wlU  be  destroyed. 
Only  the  charA  Is  left  at  the  vIEace 
of  Cathro,  and  it  Is  crowded  with  ref- 
vgees  from  the  village  and  nearby 
ftirms.  A  report  brought  In  from  Al- 
cona county  says  a  strip  20  miles 
wide,  from  Hubbard  lake  to  the  Au 
Sable  river,  is  burning. 

Wire  communication  throughout  the 
burned  district  has  been  very  uncer- 
tain. Scores  of  poles  have  been  de- 
stroyed and  many  miles  of  wires  are 
down.  With  improved  communica- 
tion it  is  feared  that  the  death  list 
and  the  amobnt  of  im^erty  los^^wlll 
be  mnterlally  greater. 

Otxtj  passengers'^  on  a  sonthbonnd 
•I>etrolt  Jb  MacUnae  railroad  train, 
which  left  Cheboygan  tor  this  city, 
spent  a  nipht  of  horror  at  La  Roque. 
Flames  surrounded  the  train,  and  it 
was  impossible  to  proeaed  or  retreat 
from  them.  Huddled  in  their  cars,  the 
terrified  pRissengers  spent  the  night  in 
momentary  expoctatlon  that  the  train 
would  be  consumed.  It  was  saved, 
however,  by  hard  work,  and  the  pa^ 
sengers  cflm*>  on  to  Alpena. 

Both  Cadillac  and  Traverse  City  re- 
port that  the  fires  in  the  northeastern 
part  of  the  state  have  started  again 
wlh  great  force,  and  are  threatening 
those  cities.  Ae  fire  Is  only  a  qoar^ 
tier  of  a  mile  away  from  Traverse 
am  the  sonthwest 

From  the  upper  peninsnla  oome  re> 
ports  that  the  fires  in  Chippewa  and 
Houghton  counties  are  very  danger- 
ous  and  spreading  rapidly.

president  of  the  National  Bank  of 
North  America,  is  charge^  with  hav- 
lac  violated  tke  natloBal  baaktas 
laws, 

la  "the  testimony  of  Edward '  P. 

Moxey.  a  government  bank  examiner. 
It  had  been  revealed  that  a  person  by 
the  name  oi  Leslie  E.  Whiting  bad 
aeen  one  of  the  blggrest  borrowers 
from  the  -National  Bank  of  .North 
America,  at  one  time  owing  the  insti- 
tution as  much  as  |310,000.  There 
was  hardly  a  week  went  by  in  the 
year  of  1907.  the  testimony  showed, 
Uiat  Whiting  did  luit  borrow  I10Q.00& 
or  more,  givins  ice  sloek  priadpallj 
as  seevrlty.  It  always  appekiwd  la 
the  record  as  presented,  however, 
that  the  enormous  sums  of  money 
borrowed  by  Whiting  were  credited 
to  the  account  of  Charles  W.  Morse. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Examiner 
Moxey's  testimony  Leslie  Whiting 
was  called  to  the  stand,  and  those  in 
the  courtroom  who  had  expected  to 
see  a  dignified  busiuesa  man  step  for- 
ward were  astonished  to  see  a 
Bmooth-cheeked  boy  of  under  20  years 
walk  nervously  to  the  witness  stand. 
After  Whiting  had  been  ,m84e  to  de> 
scribe  how  he  had  come-  l»  Idftn  the 
notes  which  made  him  lnd^>ted  to  the 
bank  for  sudi  large  accounts,  he, was 
asked: 

"Could  you  have  paid  this  note  I 
hold  here  for  |S2,000?" 

"What,  me?"  answered  the  boy. 
**No,  no:  I  couldn't." 

"Could  you  have  paid  a  $1,030 
note?"  pressed  the  attorney  for  the 
prosecution.  ^  ' 

"No,  sir,"  respondpd  thi(^ ' -rboy,  a 
trifle  more  assured. 

For  half  an  hour  longer  tlyd  . youth 
was  kept  on  the  stand,  while  a  honidi 
of  letters,  bearing  the  signature 
'*IiBSlle  E.  Whithig,"  and  dli;»efed  to 
tke  Ifitlsaal  Bank  of  North  America, 
were  rekd.  ThMe  letters  were 
couched  in  busineeslike  tenas  and 
gave  orders  to  the  bank  for  transfer- 
ring collateral,  charges  and  renewals 
of  notes.  A  sentence  In  one  letter 
read:  "Enclosed  please  find  my  check 
1200,000,  which  apply  to  my  account." 

The  witness  explained  in  answer  to 
Que.stlons  that  he  had  been  sent  to  the 
bank  by  his  employers  to  sign  the 
notes.  He  said  he  knew  he  was  in- 
curring an  obligation,  but  felt  sure  his 
emfnoyers  would  protect  dM  notes. 
Whiting  testified  that  he  never  talked 
with  Mr.  Morse  or  Hr.  Cartis  eonoem- 
In  tlM  ligninff  of  aotea  ot  tlie  putting 
up  (rf  eollateral.  The  boy  also  said  he 
did  not  think  his  employwr  kaww  that 
he  was  not  of  age. 


Chicago,  Oct.  17.— Upon  his  arrival 
in  Chicago  Mr.  Hearst  dicUted  thw 
foltowiag  additioBal  sUtement:

"The  tme  test  tor  every  backstop 
comes  when  there  are  men  on  bases 
and  you  are  up  against  a  fast  team. 
You  have  to  keep  your  eye  on  the  run- 
ner all  the  time,  and  try  If  possible  to 
read  his  signal  to  the  batter  when  he 
is  going  down  to  .second,  then  you  give 
the  pitcher  tho  sign  to  wasto  a  ball, 
and  you  can  generally  manage  to  catch 
the  runner  napping. 

"It's  the  only  way  to  break  up  a 
hlt-and-ma  play  that  I  know,  and  al- 
thou^  the  crowd  may  yell  at  the 
pitcher  for  putting  wide  ones  over, 
and  wasting  balls,  it  pays  in  the  end, 
for  it  beeps  runs  down  if  yon  can  get 
a  man  napping  at  Ihrst  or  on  hii  way 
down  to  second. 

"When  a  man  Is  coming  home  from 
third  base  the  only  way  to  get  him  Is 
to  dive  for  him  and  reach  him  1)efore 
he  reaches  you.  I  stand  a  little  Inside 
of  the  line,  and  when  I  get  the  ball, 
lunge  my  whole  body  at  the  runner. 
Then  he  can't  hurt  you,  for  with  shin 
guards  and  a  heavy  chest  proteetor, 
the  catcher  is  pretty  safe.  When  I 
first  caught,  I  nsed  to  stand  to'^one 
side  and  try  to  tiNg  tl»  rnlMMr  as  he 
came  down  Hie  lIns,>or  Jnst  as  he  went 
by,  but  Onci  mmuhei^whlle  I  was  play- 
ing ball  in  the  mountains  I  noticed  a 
big,  husky  football  player.  He  never 
tried  to  tag  a  man.  but  Just  dove  for 
him,  and  he  seldom  missed.  After  I 
had  seen  him  work  I  made  up  my  mind 
that  that  was  the  game  for  me,  and  I 
have  always  kept  It  up. 

"Tes,  I  wear  shin  guards  and  knee 
protectors,  and  I  Inrre  done  so  for 
years.  Three  foul  tips  striking  me 
on  the  kneecap-  in  one  game  almost 
put  me  iput  of  the  catching  busipess, 
and  I  don't  take  any  chances  now.** 

Dooln  is  one  of  the  hest-natured 
fellows  in  the  world,  but  the  one  sub- 
ject that  makes  him  fly  off  at  a  tan- 
gent Is  the  spitball. 

"It's  rotten,"  was  his  verdict  given 
in  TSfT.  hsarty  emphaala.  "and  it  is 
really  haMer  <M|  the  oatcher  than  Jt  is 
on  the  battor.  Yery  few  pitchers  Bare 
any  sort  oC  eontrol  oror  tho  thing,  and 
it  has  ruined  some  catchers  C(»iplete- 
ly.  Besides  being  the  hardest  kind  of 
a  ball  to  catch,  it  is  almost  Impossible 
to  make  any  kind  of  an  accurate  quick 
throw  with  it.  Don't  soy  Tp^sH  to 
me.   It's  a  bad  noise."

TIFIC KNOWLEDGE. 


VOUCHED  FOR  THE  BARKEEPER 


For  Five  Months  He  Has  Been  Study- 
ing the  Pacific  Whale  in  the 
Intereets  of  New  York 

Museum. 

The  last  few  years  have  boen  fruit- 
ful in  the  number  of  exploits  by  scien- 
tists, afloat  and  afield,  at  personal 
risk.  The  latest  of  these  men  who 
have  used  the  Arctic  regions  for  infor- 
mation is  Roy  C.  Andrews,  who  has 
just  returned  from  a  five  months'  trip 
Into  the  northern  Pacific,  where  in  the 
interest  of  the  New  Tork  Hoseum  of 
Natural  Histmy  he  has  been  in  quest 
of  added  knowledge  aboat  the  Pacific 
whale,  n6w  fast  becoming  extinct 

"I  left  New  York  on  April  20  last," 
aaid  Mr.  Andrews,  "and  arrived  at  the 
Island  of  Vancouver,  B.  C,  about  two 
weeks  afterward.  Vancouver  is  sev- 
eral miles  off  frora  the  coast.  Here 
are  located  two  of  the  three  whaling 
stations  in  the  Pacific  ocean. 

"As  a  rule  in  these  days  it  is  only 
in  the  waters  In  the  vicinity  of  the 
arctic  regions  that  whales  are  found 
in  any  great  number.  Ages  ago  they 
were  common  la  the  southern  seas. 
But  with  the  growth  of  commerce 
they  were  killed  or  gradually  drlyan 
northward.  At  tire  present  tiate  whale 
fishing  as  a  regular  business  of  any 
■IM  is  carried  on  only  off  the  Nos- 
wegian  coast,  the  coast  of  Newfound- 
land and  in  tiie  northern  Pacific. 

"Whale  killing  Is  almost  a  fine  art 
now.  The  ships  are  fitted  with  a  can- 
non known  as  the  harpoon  gun,  w^hich 
sends  the  shaft  with  such  terrific  force 
as  to  Impale  the  creature  and  always 
kill  it.   Then  it  is  towed  to  the  station. 

"I  was  with  the  ship  on  one  of  these 
hunts  and  secured  some  splendid  pho- 
tographs. Because  of  the  speedy  move- 
mmi  of  the  whales  I  had  to  be  Quick 
wtdi  the  canMra.  do  luAe  of  the  ex 
pomras  took  loas^r  Oun  oa»4fl|tCh 
of  a  second,  some  eyen  less. 

"Oa  ime  occasion  we  were  la  eol- 
liaion  with  a  huge  finback,  a  ^0-footer. 
weighing  about  as  many  tons. 

"When  first  seen  he  was  just  In  front 
of  the  bow.  The  captain  si^nak'd  the 
engineer  to  stop,  but  the  signal  was

misinterpreted  and  we  plowed  ahead, 
hitting  the  leviathan  midships  and  rid 
Ing  up  on  his  back  and  sinking  him 
some,  of  course.  When  we  looked 
around  thv  head  of  the  whale  was  seen 
on  one  side  of  the  ship,  his  lail  on  the 
other,  with  his  body  under  our  keel. 
While  the  captain  rushed  to  the  har- 
poon gun  I  took  a  picture  which  plain- 
ly shows  the  whale  s  eyes. 

"The  worst  of  my  experience  was 
with  a  fog.  With  two  men  I  was  com- 
ing IWi  miles  down  the  coast  fnw 
Jnnean.  Alaaka,  in  a  164bot  boaL  Sud- 
denly we  foond  oarartves  enveloped  in 
A  foe;  so  d«ise  that  we  couldn't  see  20 
f«et  ahead.  We  drifted  for  48  hours 
with  no  food  and  with  very  little 
water. 

"Added  to  this  an  icy  north  wind  be- 
gan to  blow.  We  did  not  freeze  to 
death  because  we  managed  to  keep 
one  another  awake.  We  did  not  know 
but  what  we  had  drifted  to  sea,  so 
when  the  fog  did  rise  you  may  Imagine 
■our  joy  at  seeing  land  only  a  mile 
away. 

**l  am  more  than  gratified  over  the 
results  of  my  labors.  All  the  data  at 
hand  will  be  uaed  this  winter  to  de- 
termine the  «act  relatioB  between  the 
Atlantle  and  Faclfie  whale.  I  expect 
to  publish  a  scientific  monograph  on 
the  subject 

"Dr.  Bumpus,  director  of  the  mu- 
seum, was  anxious  for  the  investiga- 
tion to  be  made  at  this  time.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  the  whale,  as  a  species,  will  be 
practically  extinct,  tai-.ing  their  place 
with  the  mastodon.  Like  the  American 
buffalo,  they  are  fast  disappearing  be- 
fore the  demands  of  commerce.  Oc- 
«a8ionaUy  a  spermaceti  whale  is 
•caught  It  is  from  this  whale  that  the 
▼idtlaMe  sj^rmaeeti  oil  and  ambarsris 
Is  taken.  The  oil  sells  at  about  $100 
«  pound,  the  ambergris  at  $60  a 
pooad."

tyranny  of  the  lazy  lords  of  the  mesas 
and  went  out  on  strike,  removing  to 
a  ^distant  mesa  so  dilfirult  of  access 
that  they  could  easily  defend  it  against 
forcible  invasion.  For  a  time  the  men 
refused  to  worry,  believing  that  the 
women  would  soon  tire  of  their  Adam- 
less  Eden;  but  as  days  grew  into 
weeks  with  no  sign  of  surrender  from 
the  women  the  men  began  to  negotiate 
for  a  restoratiaif  of  domestic  union. 
To  all  oTertnreaW  this  kind  the  wom- 
en returned  hmt^iie  answer.  T^e;|r 
wwe  ready  to  rettm  to  tiieir  homet 
whenever  the  ipen  were  ready  to  con-' 
cede  to  them  tlM  mastery  of  the  house- 
hold. It  was  a  bitter  pill,  without 
suzar  coating,  but  the  men  were  com- 
pelled to  swallow  It 

This  earliest  and  most  successful 
of  all  women's  ri;j;hts  movements  oc 
f^iirred  so  loii.-c  a^o  that  tradition  give.s 
no  hint  of  the  epocli,  and  tht'  name  of 
the  female  Najtoloon  who  carriod 
through  this  remarkable  campaign  has 
been  lost  in  the  mists  of  ages.  Never 
tlieless  the  work  of  the  Hopi  suffra 
gettes  still  lives.  In  the  strange  stone 
cities,  perched  high  on  the  summits  of 
the  Arlaoaa  mesas,  the  women  still 
rule  the  roost  and  the  men  play  a  so^ 
ry  seccmd  fiddle.  Among  all  other 
tribes  ot  American  aborigines  the 
squaws  are  drudges  and  beasts  of 
burden,  trained  to  fetch  and  carry  and 
cater  to  the  caprices  of  the  dirty 
braves  with  abject  humility.  In  Hopi- 
land  the  ijositions  of  the  sexes  are  ex 
actly  rev»-'r.sed. 

There  the  men  perform  the  most 
menial  of  honsc>huld  tasks,  till  the 
iields,  attend  to  the  sheep,  goats  and 
burros,  weave  blanket s,  belts  and  cere- 
monial robes,  mind  the  babies,  and  lo 
general  do  as  their  wives  bid  th^m. 
The  fine  art  work  of  the  Hopis— bas- 
ket making  and  pottery  manufacture 
— are  reserved  for  the  women,  appar- 
ently in  the  belief  that  man's  inferior- 
ity renders  him  unfit  tor  the  serious 
business  of  life.  It  is  worthy  of  note 
that  the  blankets  woven  by  the  Hopi 
men  are  so  inferior  to  those  woven  by 
the  Navajo  women  that  there  is  no 
room  for  comparison,  while  the  pot- 
tery made  by  the  Hopi  women  is  the 
finest  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  and 
their  baskets  have  no  superiors.  Even 
the  most  dearly  cherished  prerogative 
of  masculinity  In  other  parts  of  the 
world — that  of  selecting  a  life  part- 
ner— has  beea  asmrped  by  the  womra 
of  the  Hopis.  Whenever  a  girl  makes 
her  choice"  of  a  hniba^  she  goes  to 
consult  the  youth's  mother.  If  the 
mother  is  willing  to  accept  the  candi- 
date for  a  daughter-in-law  the  business 
Is  settled  on  the  spot,  and  the  man  in 
the  case  must  make  the  best  of  it.  To 
consult  either  him  or  his  father  or  the 
girl's  father  would  be  considered  as 
ridiculous  as  unnecessary. 

Once  the  question  of  marriage  has 
been  settled  the  girl  must  grind  meal 
for  30  days  for  her  prospective  moth- 
er-in-law, while  the  man  must  weave 
his  future  wife's  wedding  dress,  em- 
broider it  by  hand,  and  plant  the  crops 
for  the  maintenance  of  bis  honsehold. 

Inevitably  t^  relegatioa  of  tiie  mas- 
culine sex  to  a  seoradary  poritiott  has 
been  productive  of  curious  and  in- 
structive social  results.  Not  least 
striking  of  these  is  the  poor  figure  the 
Hopi  tribesmen  always  have  cut  In 
warfare.  In  the  perennial  wars 
waged  against  them  by  the  Navajos 
the  Hopis  always  were  worsted.  But 
for  the  Inaccessibility  of  the  location 
of  their  towns,  upon  the  summits  of 
lofty  mesas,  the  Navajos  would  have 
exterminated  them.  In  contempt  th^ 
warltice  nomada  called  them  "Mokl,'*' 
signlfyiag  "dead  m^**  while  r  their 
pn^r  mH>«nati0Q.  '^o^'?  aigidflea 
''men  of  peace."  "

HDeceased,    Credited    with  Most 
^*    Phenomenal  Memory  of  Any 

Maa  Tliat  1^  Lived.

A  man  who  will 
be  misred  is  Ains- 
worth  It  Spofford, 
librarian  of  con- 
gress between 
the  years  of  1864 
and  1897.  and 
from  1897  until 
his  death  in  New 
Hampshire  the 
other  day.  Chief 
Assistant  Libra- 
rian of  congress. 
All  told,  he  had 
been  attached  to 
the  national  library  In  one  capacity  or 
another,  but  for  the  greater  part  of 
the  Ume  as  ^ts  head;  for  46  years, 
having  been  appolhSed  to  a  place  in 
the  Ubrary  by  Presideot  Ltaootai  in 

1861. 

He  will  be  misaed  by  a  good  many 
dlfferewt  dtasoa  of  people,  but  chleflv 
by  the  legislators.  More  than  a  gen- 
eration of  representatives  in  congress, 
and  particularly  the  new  fellows,  were 
in  the  habit  of  leaning  upon  the 
brusque-mannered.  book-absorbed 
Spofford.  Yet  during  all  the  period, 
nearly  half  a  century,  which  the  li- 
brarian spent  in  Washington,  nobody 
ever  succeeded  in  finding  out  what  his 
politics  were. 

It  is  doubtful  if  he  leaned  toward 
any  party.  He  was  a  student  and  a 
keen  critic  of  the  game,  bat  he  never 
dipped  teto  It -to 'the  extent  of  reveal- 
ing even  a  symptom  of  partisanship. 

The  difllcultleftwiderlylng  such  neu- 
trality may  better  be  understood  when 
It  Is  stated  that  Republicans  and  Dem- 
ocrats alike  In  congress  lent  ear  to  his 
wisdom  when  they  found  themselves 
in  tight  pinches.  He  never  gave  un- 
solicited advice,  but  when  he  was  ap- 
proached by  a  man  desirous  of  profit- 
ing by  his  experience  and  counsel  he 
never  considered  the  party  end  of  the 
proposition,  but  told  what  he  thought 
of  the  situation  In  a  straight  from  the 
shoulder,  take  it  or  leave  it,  manner 
that  oouM  adplt  of  no  doubt  as  to  his 
meaning. 

;  Nor  did  it  make  the  slightest  dlffer- 
enoB  to  him  whether  his  advice  was 
followed  or  not.  Probably  Spofford 
did'  not  know,  in  one  case  out  of  a 
hundred,  whether  or  no  his  counsel 
had  been  adopted.  He  was  that  un- 
usual combination,  a  book  submerged 
man  who  was  yet  always  In  close 
touch  with  the  doing^  of  the  world, 
but  he  considered  the  affair  at  an  end 
when  a  public  man  asked  him  what 
he  thought  of  a  c^rtida  sfttuatiqo  In 
poUUcs,  got  the  answer  and  west  his 
way. 

He  was  well  beloved  for  his  sound 
sense  and  his  humor  and    a  certain 

quaintuess  of  temperament  and  dispo- 
sitloh  by  a  line  of  public  men  extend- 
ing from  Thad  Stevens  to  Thocidore 
Roosevelt.  He  was  considered  one  of 
th'j  most  learned  men  In  the  world. 
He  was  the  court  of  last  resort  in 
Washington  as  to  knotty  points  of 
parliamentary  procedure.  He  wrote 
a  standard  book  on  that  subject,  and 
It  was  no  unusual  thing  for  speakers 
of  the  house  like  Blalae  and  Kelfer 
and  Crisp  and  Henderson  and  Can- 
non to  ask  Spolford  to  help  them  to 
unravel  knotty  parllameatary  kinks 
that  came  up. 

Perhaps  he  will  be  remembered 
longer  for  his  amazing  memory  than 
for  any  other  reason.  He  could  not. 
as  was  said  of  Macaulay,  remember 
the  hai)penings  on  the  day  when  he 
was  born,  nor  did  he  perform  such 
.Macaulay  feats  as  committing  the 
whole  of  Milton  or  ^omer  or  the 
I'.ible  to  memory.  Nevertheless,  It 
was  said  of  Spofford  by  scholars  both 
in  this  eooaby  ahd  of  Europe  that 
probably  h^  possMsed  the  most  phe- 
nomenal memory  of  anv  man  that 
ever  lived. 


Wants  Ne^.  Fire  Regulation. 

Chief  Belt  of  the  Washington  fire 
department  is  working  for  a  new  re.:;u- 
lation  to  prohibit  the  stablin.g  of  horses 
on  any  but  ground  floors  of  buildings 
In  the  District  of  Columbia.  "In  all  of 
the  numerous  stable  fires  that  have 
occuned  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
during  the  last  40  years."  says  the 
chief,  "I  have  never  known  of  a  horse 
being  rescued  when  It  was  stabled 
above  or  below  the  ground  floor  and 
the  fire  originated  on  the  first  floor. 
Disregarding  the  danger  to  which 
horses  are  exposed  wbma  stabled 
above  or  below  the  grovnd  flocM*  of 
any  building;  it  should  also  be  borne 
in  mind- that  the  rescuing  of  ^horses 
from  a  burning  stable  is  one  of  the 
most  hasardous  duties  devolving  upon 
the  members  of  the  fire  department.

New  Brunswick,  N.  J. — The  bralB 
of  a  Poe  could  hardly  conceive  a  death 
more  horrible  than  that  suffered  here 
by  Abraham  Gulick. 

Tripping  over  some  obstruction,  Gu- 
lick plunged  head  foremost  Into  the 
mechanism  of  a  threshing  machine  and 
was  MUed. 

GttUck  was  a  praspercms  tenner  re> 
siding  on  the  Rarttan  River  road  with 
his  wife  and  one  child.  He  had  vol- 
nnteered  to  aid  his  neighbor,  John  M o> 
Donald,  to  thresh  a  crop  of  wheat,  us- 
ing a  powerful  thrwhii^g  machine. 

Gulick  was  feeding  the  grain  into

into,  a  hurricane.  The  schooner's 
masts  were  carried  away  and  she  was 
absolntely  helpless.  The  heavy  seas 
opened  her  seams  and  she  saon  filled 
with  water.  The  captain  and  his  crew 
lashed  themt^clves  to  the  top  of  the 
poop,  which  was  the  only  part  of  the 
vessel  above  water.  All  they  had  suc- 
ceeded in  saving  was  a  little  hard* 
tack  and  a  gallon  of  water. 

The  water  was  exhausted  in  24 
hours,  and  the  hardtack  was  doled  out 
to  each  man  dally.  On  tfie  ISth  the 
men  caoght  two  gallons  of  rain,  and 
when  rescued  they  stUl  had  a  gallon 
left  and  eight  hardtacks. 

They  had  almost  abandoned  hope, 
realizing  that  their  position  was  off 
the  F'egular  course  of  vessels,  but  nev- 
ertheless a  strict  lookout  was  kept, 
the  men  taking  turns  at  the  watch, 
although  almost  exhausted  and  with 
their  hands  and  feet  badly  swollen. 
The  light  of  the  Luckenbach  was  seen 
at  11:40  Wednesday  uighL  It  looked 
like  a  tiny  star  in  the  far  distance, 
but  soon  was  made  out  to  be  a  ship's 
light.  With  some  matchea  and  a  few 
q^tera  dilpped  from  the  ran  a  Are 
was  started  in  a  tin  tnicket 

The  Luckenbach  was  100  miles  off 
her  course,  having  proceeded  in  that 
direction  to  avoid  the  hurricane.  Chief 
Officer  Thomas  Haley  sighted  the 
little  fire  on  the  schooner  several 
miles  away  and  bore  down  upon  It. 
The  sea  was  rough,  but  volunteers 
were  not  wanting,  and  soon  a  lifeboct 
was  launched.  It  was  found  Impossi- 
ble to  bring  the  boat  near  enough  to 
the  wreckage  to  take  the  men  ott, 
and,  one' by  one,  they,  leaped  from  the 
schooner  into  the  sea  and  were 
dragged  aboard.

ShelbyviUe,  Ind. — A  bottls  of  beer, 
pat  up  23  years  i^,  was  unearthed  on 
the  Martto  Bnrchert  term,  near  Proa- 
cott,  the  other  day.

In  the  fall  of  1885  Burchert  and 
Barney  Leland,  both  well-known  resl- 
I'^ntjj  of  F^helhy  township,  went  into 
the  harve.st  tield  to  work.  They  took 
two  quart  bottles  of  Cincinnati  beer 
with  them.  When  they  arrived  at  an 
oM  well  on  the  place  they  drank  the 
contents  of  one  bottle  and  lowered 
the  other  into  the  well  to  keep  cool. 
When  their  work  was  finished  in  the 
afternoon  one  of  the  men  went  to  the 
well  and  attempted  to  draw  the  bottle 
up.  He  broke  the  string,  causing  tho 
bottle  to  tan  to  the  bottom  of  the  wait 
which  waa  K  feet  de^.

Washingtoniars   Overlook  the 
ties  of  the  Capital. 


Beau- 


Washington  is  a  town  of  entranc- 
!ng  interest  if  one  but  gets  Inside  the 
subject — if  one  comprehends  the  won- 
derful development  that  has  gone  on 
since  the  city  site  was  a  group  of 
farms  and  the  wonderful  derrtopment 
that  la  taking  place  now. 

The  great  tUags  of  Washington  ap- 
pear oommonplaoe  to  Washington  lieo- 
plc  They  see  them  so  often  that  they 
do  not  see  them  at  all.  They  ride  by 
the  capitol  every  day,  but  rarely  tread 
the  halls  and  corridors  of  the  males:  ic 
old  pile  where  so  much  world  history 
has  been  made  and  I3  still  making. 
They  have  no  time  to  give  to  the  in- 
teresting frescoes,  the  paintings,  the 
statues  and  the  stories  of  the  place. 
They  are  too  busy  to  do  as  strangers 
do — climb  to  the  dome,  get  a  glorious 
panorama  and  see  the  city  at  a  glaaea. 
Also  do  the  residents  seem  to  shun 
the  moBuaMBt  It  is  so  taeonreiiient- 
ly  situated,  there  being  no  street  oars 
nearer  to  it  than  at  least  two  squares. 

They  seldom  stop  to  read  the  In- 
scrlptSons  on  the  memorials  that 
abound.  They  do  not  flock  to  the  Na- 
tional Museum,  or  the  art  gailery,  or 
to  Arlington  or  the  Naval  observatory. 
They  do  not  go  in  great  numbers  to 
the  pious  shade  of  the  close  of  the 
Cathedral  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul 
or  to  the  splendid  grounds  of  the 
Catholic  university.  They  neglect  the 
Soldiers'  Heme  unless  they  own  an 
auto,  and  then  perhaps  their  only  oma- 
ment  is  that  the  roads  are  good. 

Washlngtonians  will  walk  till  their 
buniooa  h«n  in  pnrsidng.the  heauties 
of  the  Jardfai  des  Plants  and  the  roy- 
al gardens  at  Kew.  but  give  not  a 
thought  to  t!ie  remarkable  collection 
and  variety  of  tree  and  plant  forms  In 
the  capitol  grounds,  the  national  Bo- 
tanic garden,  the  grounds  of  the  ag- 
ricultural department  aad  several  of 
the  public  parks. 

Washlngtonians  do  patronize  their 
libraries,  for  the  population  of  the 
capital  is,  on  the  whole,  bookish. 

It  Is  too  bad  that  so  many  persons 
in  following  the  beaten  path  from 
home  to  office  and  from  office  back 
to  home  overlook  ao  mudi  of  Wash- 
ington.—Washington  Star. 


OLOKtT  tENATC  EMPLOYS  DEAa 


Charles  t.  Draper's  Name  en  Record 
as  Par  Back  as  1852.

Charles  S.  Draper,  the  oldest 
ploye  of  the  senate,  is  dead. 

Mr.  Draper  spent  his  entire  business 
life  in  the  capitol.  His  name  appears 
on  the  records  of  the  senate  as  far 
back  as  1852. 

When  a  young  man  he  worked  In 
various  offices  of  the  senate.  In  the 
early  '60s  he  was  appointed  to  the 
post  of  doorkeeper  and  messenger  for 
Sergeaat-at-Arms  Kvwa.  In  this  po- 
sition he  became  known  to  every  sen- 
ator and  official  irtione  huainess  car- 
ried him  to  the  senate.  Mr.  Draper 
finally  became  the  confldential  man  of 
the  sergeant-at-arms. 

He  was  looked  upon  by  the  senators 
comprising  the  district  committee  a.s 
an  ideal  man  to  attend  to  the  affairs 
concerning  the  city  and  district.  Upon 
the  appointment  of  Senator  McMillan 
as  chairman  of  the  district  committee, 
Mr.  Draper  was  tnuMtenred  to  aaulet 
with  the  senator. 

In  this  position  he  became  widely 
known  to  every  newspi4>er  SMUii,  and 
many  business  m«i  in  WaAingten,  be- 
sides gaiaiflc  the  mmfldenee  of  tte 
senators  «a  thai  eonunittee. 

flsnator  McMillan  was  suoeeeded  by 
Senator  Qalliager  several  years  ago 
as  chairman  uf  the  committee.  Mr. 
Draper  was  transferred  to  the  Impor- 
tant post  at  the  door  of  the  doplomatic 
gallery.  This  was  looked  upon  by 
senators  and  employes  allka  as  n  dis^ 
linct  honor. 

Mr.  Draper  then  began  to  form  his 
wide  acquaintance  with  members  of 
the  diplomatic  corps,  and  was  as  well 
known  by  them  as  by  senators  and 
other  men  of  national  Importance.  In 
this  last  position  be  frequently  enter- 
tained diplomats  with  interesting 
stories  of  American  politieal  "Wt^  and 
was  lookad  upon  hy  them  as  n  mine 
of  Inhumation  on  asnatorial  Uvles.

Admits  Similarity  In  Coal  Prices,  but 
Can  Net  Exslain  Cause. 

New  York,  Oct  17.  — ^  Inquiry  into 
tbm  relatl<m8  existing  between  various 

coal  miuing  companies  of  Pennsylva- 
nia and  the  railroads  conveying  the 
output  of  the  mines  of  these  compa- 
nies to  tidewater,  formed  the  subject 
of  the  hearing  in  the  miit  of  the  gov- 
erament  against  the  coal  companies 
and  the  coal-carrying  roads.  The  ex- 
amination of  O.  A.  Richardson,  vice 
president  of  the  Erie  raHrcad.  reveal- 
ed the  fact  that  In  addition  to  his  po- 
sition with  the  railroad  company  Mr. 
Richar-r-nn  is  vico  president  of  thr-^' 
coal  mining  companie.s,  the  properties 
of  which  are  situated  in  the  Scranton 
district.  The  Erie  controls  the  Hill- 
side company  and  owes  all  ]»ut  $2.r,i)n 
of  the  stock  of  the  Pen^iylvania  com- 
pany. 

Mr.  ^chardson  was  questioned  as 
to  the  method  of  determining  the 
price  scale  for  coal,  and  aeclared  that 
the  duty^itf  fixing  the  average  price  at 
tidewater  devolved  nptm  the  general 
sales  ageats  in  New  York.  He  bad 
no  power,  be '  said,  to  make  any 
change  la  the  prices  quoted  to  the 
general  sales  agents.  Mr.  Richard- 
son would  not  comment  on  the  slg- 
jiiflcanc(>  of  the  fact  which  he  admit- 
ted,  that  practically  all  the  large 
coal  companies  matntahwd  Meatlcal 
prices.

No  preaideat's  family  has  been  tho 
recli^ent  'Sf  ai  many  animal  pets  as 
aas  that  oC  President  Roosevelt  This 
Is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  widespread 
knowledge  of  the  president's  fondness 
for  honilng  and  his  Interest  In  every- 
thltig  pertaining  to  brute  creation. 
With  few  exceptions  the  animals  pre- 
oi'iited  to  the  president  or  his  children 
have  been  sent  to  ihe  Zoological  park 
in  \Vashin£;U)n. 

Gifts  of  wild  and  dointsfic  animals 
^roni  admirers  in  foreign  countries 
have  not  been  infrequent,  i^ne  of  the 
most  Interesting  presents  of  this  kind 
was  that  of  King  Menelik  of  Abys- 
sinia, who  sent  the  presidant  an  Ara- 
bian lebra  and  two  pstrichea  as  a 
token  ot  his  esteem  aad  admiratioa 
for  1^  Roosevelt. 

Tbe  American  animals  received  at 
the  White  House  range  from  white 
rats  and  mice  to  a  cinnamon  bear  or 
a  mountain  lion.  The  most  treasure,! 
pets  of  the  younger  r.iembers  of  the 
family  are  lh"ir  poni  m.  A  M:  i:i 
double  yellow-head  parrnt  was  the  fa- 
vorite of  Miis  Alice  b<'fi:ro  she  mar- 
ried, and  the  cries  of  "Alice"  by  the 
bird  filled  the  White  House  for  many 
days  after  his  mistress  had  left.

Bryan's  Manager  Relurns  East 
in  dwerafd  Fme  8f  HM 


Chicncro.  Oct.  17.— .\aiional  Chair- 
man Mack,  who  has  beeit  in  Chicago 
for  nearly  two  weeks  directfaiif  the 
light  In  the  west  for  the  election  of 
the  Democratic  ticket,  left  for  the 
east.  After  registering  nt  hi.s  home 
In  Buffalo  Mr.  Mack  will  leave  for 
New  York  to  look  over  the  sltoatlOB 
in  New  York  and  the  east. 

Mr.  Mack  said  before  his  depar- 
ture: "When  I  came  west  some  two 
weeJvS  .:;-'o  I  realized  that  the  tide 
had  turned  toward  Democracy,  and 
evpry  indication  pointed  to  victory  for 
the  Democracy  In  November.
